They w ere am ong more than a 
score of A m ericans, who, when 
questioned by the S en ate Internal 
S ecurity Subcom m ittee in a search 
for any disloyalty am ong U.S. cit­ 
izens employed by the U.N., re fu s­ 
ed to answ er questions on 
the 
ground of possible self-incrim ina­ 
tion. 


Tribunal S et Ruling 


T he tribunal ruled tha t such re­ 
fusal was not in violation of U.N. 
staff rules. 
Je n n e r is chairm an of the I n te r ­ 
nal Security Subcom m ittee. He is­ 
sued a s ta te m e n t in connection 
w ith the publication of testim ony 
tak e n at a public hearing in N ew j 
York last Sept. 24 from H enry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., U.S. re pre se n ta ­ 
tive to the United N ations. 
The S e n a to r noted that Lodge 
condem ned the tribunal's decision 
and promised to try to get it re ­ 
vised. Lodge also told the subcom-

tions.

Fate of Eisenhower Program 
In Leader Knowland's Hands

TE7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—President Eisenhower's bold new pro- 
V 
gram probably depends more on Sen. William F. Know land of 
“California than any other one man. 
As majority leader of the 
Senate, succeeding the late Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, the problem 
of getting a recognizable part of the President’s program past the 
evenly divided upper house of Congress w ill depend on his tact and 
his tactics. 
It is no easy assignment. 
j 
If the Republican members of the Senate were to choose up sides 
•on whether they were all-out, pro-Eisenhower Republicans or not, 
•it would be found that they were almost evenly divided. 
By contrast, it would probably be found that the Democrats in 
th e Senate divided with approximately half a dozen more senators 
leaning towards the Eisenhower middle-of-the-road ideology than 
away from it. 
So the Senate really divides—not 48 Democrats, 47 Republicans 
. and one Independent—Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon. 
^ 
K may arbitrarily be divided instead as approximately 50 sen­ 
ators in a theoretical majority that might be expected to be re- 
- iqjonsive to the President’s leadership. 
| 
The dividing lines aren’t sharp, so give one or two either way 
ito play it safe. 
| 
That would seem to give the Eisenhower program a fighting 
chance— but maybe only a fighting chance. It wiH take astute 
political steering in the Senate to put it over. 


■WfHEN Senator Knowland was first chosen as acting majority 
” 
leader by Senator Taft, there was some questioning as to its 
wisdom. The Californian is only 45. He has been in the Senate 
only eight years. He is by no means an elder statesman of the party. 
Politically, however, the choice made sense. Senator Knowland 
was never a Taft man. He was a Gov. Earl Warren man. Sen. 
‘Richard M. Nixon was the Eisenhower man in California and that 
helped to win him the vice presidency. But as a political in- 
between in this Eisenhower-vs.-Taft struggle, Senator Knowland 
has been h i a good position to appeal to both camps. 
Senator Knowland himself minimizes this division. He believes 
the Republicans must and will close ranks. If this happens to any 
degree whatsoever. Senator Knowland’s main problem will be one 
of winning over enough Democrats for a majority vote on the big 
issues. In a San Francisco speech last August, Senator Knowland 
made an open bid for this bipartisan support 


If CENATOR KNOWLAND’S leadership nevertheless faces a chal­ 
lenge at the start of the new session of Congress. It comes from 
.Sen. Homer £ . Capehart of Indiana, a leader in the GOP Old Guard, 
jit takes the form of a proposal that the 15 Republican chairmen 
of the Senate standing committees be admitted to the Senate GOT* 
■policy committee. 
Most of these chairmen are conservative. 
Senator Knowland has opposed this move. 
He proposes instead 
that there be more meetings of the Republican Conference, which 
includes all GOP senators. 
One further point in Senator Knowland's favor with the Old 
Guaid is that he him;* ii does not always see eye to eye with 
the President on every issue. 
The test of his effectiveness and his tireless energy will come 
early m the year 
He is faced with the prospect of Democratic 
filibusters on such issues as Hawaiian statehood. 
The Senate’s 
Hiking for unlimited debate will encourage many talkathons on old 
{chestnut issues like S t Lawrence Seaway, the tariff and taxes*
